LODGING  HOUSE 


There  is  one  lodging  house  in  the  area,  occupied  mainly  by 
elderly  male  lodgers,  most  of  whom  are  in  receipt  of  old  age  pension. 
They  live  there  permanently  and  regard  it  as  their  home.  Unfortunately 
the  establishment  can,  in  effect,  be  said  to  be  an  old  person's  home, 
a function  for  which  it  is  very  unsuitable.  The  accommodation  is  not 
of  a good  standard  and  to  bring  about  any  worthwhile  improvement 
would  involve  a considerable  financial  outlay.  From  the  proprietors 
point  of  view  this  would  be  uneconomic  and  for  this  reason  it  was 
his  intention  to  give  up  the  business.  However,  on  humanitarian 
grounds  it  was  decided  to  postpone  this  course  of  action  until  the 
lodgers  could  find  themselves  alternative  accommodation. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  i960 

There  is  a total  of  116 premises  in  the  area  to  which  the  above 
Regulations,  and  in  particular  Regulations  16  & 19  apply.  There  have 
been  some  infringements  of  a relatively  minor  character  which  have  been 
rectified  without  recourse  to  statutory  action,  but  the  main  provisions 
have  been  complied  with. 

Exact  classification  of  these  premises  is  difficult  because 
there  is  a growing  trend  for  retailing  establishments  to  deal  in  a wide 
range  of  commodities  outside  their  predominant  business.  Butchers  deal 
in  greengrocery  for  instance,  and  grocery  shops  sell  almost  anything.

WATER  SUPFLIES

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Urban  Area  is  adequately  served  by  sewerage,  the  controlling 
body  being  the  Western  Valleys  (Mon)  Sewerage  Board,  There  is  no 
sewage  works  in  the  area.  The  number  of  swellings  not  connected 
to  the  sewer  is  comparatively  c-rnall,  approximately  and  these 
consist  of  farms  and  cottages  in  isolated  parts  of  the  area.  In 
these  cases  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants,  there  is  a growing 
tendency  for  the  more  primitive  type  of  disposal  to  be  exchanged 
for  properly  designed  and  constructed  septic  tanks.

ADDENDUM  TO  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1966 


The  main  feature  of  this  year’s  administration  has  been  the 
slow  but  steady  progress  in  the  general  standard  of  heating,  and  I have 
been  pleased  to  note  that  temperatures  have,  in  the  main,  been 
satisfactory.  The  weather  has  helped  in  this,  of  course,  because  whilst 
the  winter  of  1965  was  wet  and  dreary  it  was,  fortuitously,  much  milder 
than  average. 

Lighting  is  still  poorer  than  I would  like  to  see  and  I am 
taking  efforts  to  see  that  this  is  improved.  In  this  connection  I am 
"plugging"  the  installation  of  strip  lighting  which  is,  in  my  opinion, 
vastly  superior  to  ordinary  lamp  lighting. 


RODENT  CONTROL
